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Of Korean 
Probe Seen 

Up to 10 in House 
Reportedly Received 
Cask From Diplomat^

House investigators have evid- 
ence indicating as many as 10 pre- 
sent House members received cash j 
payments from former South Ko-j 
rean Ambassador Kjm Dong Jo. 

Sources familiar with the House in- 
vestigation of South Korean influence- ; 
buying said yesterday that this inf or - 1 
mation — apparently from supers en- 1 
sitive U.S. intelligence reports — is 
the reason Leon Jaworslfi, special 
counsel to the House Committee on 
Standards of Official Conduct, is push- 
ing so strongly for passage of a House 
resolution demanding sworn testimony 
from Kim. 

Kim’s corroboration of such infor- 
mation would mean the members in 
question broke the constitutional ban 
on receiving gifts from foreign gov- 
ernments. Many members who ac- . 
cepted cash from Washington busi- 
nessman Tongsun Park, accused of be- 
ing an agent of the Korean Central 
Intelligence Agency, said they had no 
way of knowing Park represented 
Korea. Members who took money 1 
from diplomat Kim would have no 
such excuse. . ■ \ 

Jaworski alluded to the potentially 
explosive new evidence about pay- 
ments from Kim during testimony 
yesterday before the House Interna-| 
tional Relations Committee. 

The committee is scheduled to mark 
up the resolution calling for Kim’s 
testimony this morning. 

Rep. Clement J. Zablocki (D-Wis.),, 
chairman of the committee, said after ; 
yesterday’s hearing that the resolu- 
tion would have to be amended to en- 
sure passage. 

In his testimony yesterday, Jawor- 
ski referred to public hearings last 
fall where witnesses said Kim had 
given an., envelope stuffed with $l(Xh 
bills to a House member, who re- 
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“information that we cannot now dis- 
close” to support his assertion that “I 
do know the activity [payments from 
Kim] went on.” • I 

Later, in answer to questions from 
Rep. Charles W. Whalen Jr. (R-Ohio), 

Jaworski said that in addition to the 
public testimony “there are a number 
[of additional names] as to whom we 
have a showing” that there were pay- 
ments from Kim. ; 

Despite Jaworski’s subtle refer-; 
ences to , still undisclosed payments; 
by the lormer South- Korean am- 
bassador, some committee members — 
including- several who are themselves 
under scrutiny in the investigation- 
seemed to side yesterday with the 
State Department position opposing 
the resolution. • 

Warren Christopher, deputy secre- 
tary of state, argued that the resolu- 
tion, which threatens to cut off aid 
to South Korea unless Kim’s testi-i 
mony is provided, would set a dan-1 
gerous precedent! i 

Christopher said repeatedly that, 
the Carter administration had to op-- 
pose the resolution because of its 
“overt pressure” and threat of coer-j 
cion. He also said its passage would; 
permit other nations to call for simi- 
lar testimony from American diplo-j 
mats. i 

Christopher said any consideration 
of cutting foreign aid to South Korea 
should be made only on the basis 
of what is “in the best interests of 
the United States.” He suggested that 
Jaworski accept the final South Ko- 
rean offer of allowing Kim to talk by 
phone to House Speaker Thomas P. 

(Tip) O’Neill Jr. (D-Mass.). 

Jaworski flatly rejected that offer 
as being “a mockery of the Congress.” 

He countered that failure to gain 
Kim’s sworn testimony would create a 
precedent worse than the one Christo- 
pher feared. ' 

“It is my opinion that the people of 
this nation will npt accept legal nice- 
ties as an explanation for the failure 
of Congress to complete its investiga- 
tion of corruption in its own cham- 
bers,” Jaworski said. | 

-. ; “They will not understand why cor-' 
rupt officials who deal with diplomats 
may escape exposure and sanction 
while others must face prosecution,” 
he added. \
